A  fine  engraved  series  on  the  life  of  Saint  Philip  of  Neri  (l£L5-l595) , 
the  great  apostle  of  the  poor  and  sick  in  Rome  and  Florence  and  founder 
of  the  Congrefeation  of  the  Oratory  at  Rome,  a  community  of  secular  priests. 

The  artist,  Luca  Ciamberlano,  worked  in  Rome  between  1!?99  and  l6hl,  but 
little  is  known  about  him  otherwise.  His  designa  are  called  firm  and 
knowledgeable  by  Sartsch,  the  best  amonr  them  approaching  the  style  of 
Agostino  Carracci.  There  are  li?  numbered  plates  in  the  series  according 
to  Sartsch's  count,  of  which  no.  20  is  signed  in  full,  33  are  signed  with 
the  monogram  "L.C.",  and  7  unsigned  but  also  attributed  to  Ciamberlano. 
As  in  Bartsch's  copy,  nos.  17  and  27,  as  well  as  the  unnumbered  title- 
portrrit  of  the  saint,  bear  the  signatures  of  two  different  artists: 
Jacques  (Jacopo)  Stella  (d.  l6£7  at  Paris),  well-known  painter  of  histor- 
ical  scenes  as  designer,  and  Christian  Sas  (second  half  of  17th  century) 
as  engraver.  In  the  present  copy,  two  additional  plates,  nos.  UU  and  U5,_  \ 
are  also  the  work  of  Stella  and  Sas,  no.  hS  with  their  signatures and" 
no.  UU  probably  attributable  to  them.  These  plates  appear  to  be  from 
another  (or  the  same  ?)  series  on  Saint  Philip,  containing  title-portrait 
and  UU  plates,  which  is  recorded  as  the  work  of  Stella  and  Sas  (Thieme- 
Becker  voi.  31,  580j  Nagler  voi.  16,  538).
